We preſent herewith, the State of the Accompts of the Inſtitution, for 1791, whereby 
it appears, the Balance thereof was £.9555 17s 9d. excluſive of J. 41 50 ſubſcribed 
by way of Annuity at 5 per Cent. for the Lives of the Subſcribers, and their Nominees ; 


and the Legacy of John Fothergill, of Fifty Pounds per annum in Perpetuity. 


The Amount of Annual Subſcriptions received laſt Year, was £.971 6s. 1cd. and of Legacies 
and Donations, £.642 7s. including £.250 Annuities dropt by the deceale of ſundry 
Friends. And this Meeting is of opinion that the liberal aid of Friends to this Inſti- 
tution will ſtill be acceptable, and therefore earneſtly recommends the fame to the 


Yearly Meeting. 
At the cloſe of the year there were in the Schools, 185 Boys—114 Girls—Total 299 


In the courſe of laſt Winter the Small-Pox broke out in the Family, and Forty-Five 
Children had the diſorder, the major Part by Inoculation, all of whom recovered.
